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INTRODUCTION 


The  title  of  this  book,  “The  Descendants  of  Jacob  Longyear,”  is, 
perhaps,  a  misnomer,  for  after  the  third  generation  it  looks  more 
like  a  history  of  most  other  families  as  well  as  Longyear.  This  is 
the  result  of  following  the  female,  as  well  as  the  male,  lines  of  descent. 
Of  4309  total  known  descendants  of  the  immigrant,  Jacob  Longyear, 
only  481  were  born  Longyear,  and  3828  were  born  under  other 
names.  The  book  contains  2088  different  surnames.  The  genealogy 
is  far  from  complete,  although  I  believe  it  is  more  nearly  so  than 
most  published  genealogies.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  out 
of  4309  known  descendants,  2148  are  males  and  2161  are  females. 
There  have  been  intermarriages  between  descendants,  varying  in 
degree  of  relationship  from  first  cousins  to  fourth  cousins.  In  these 
cases  the  records  of  their  children  have  not  been  duplicated,  but  are 
usually  found  under  the  name  of  the  parent  first  mentioned,  unless 
one  of  the  parties  is  a  Longyear,  and  in  that  case  will  be  found  under 
his,  or  her,  name. 

Very  little  of  the  material  in  this  book  has  been  heretofore  pub¬ 
lished.  It  is  the  result  of  much  painstaking  work,  collected  from 
many  sources,  by  correspondence,  or  personal  calls  on  those  who 
might  possess  information  in  family  Bibles  or  other  family  records. 
Cemeteries,  old  newspaper  files,  records  of  vital  statistics,  Church  and 
town-clerk  records  have  furnished  much.  To  enumerate  the  many 
to  whom  thanks  are  due  for  valued  assistance  would  require  a  separate 
chapter,  but  I  especially  want  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
willing  co-operation  and  help  given  by  Miss  Maria  Longyear  (No. 
733),  formerly  of  Phoenicia,  N.  Y.,  and  later  of  Fargo,  N.  Dak.,  and 
to  Hiram  F.  Whitney  (No.  1664),  both  of  whom  have  given  me 
much  valuable  information. 

I  began  to  take  an  interest  in  tracing  the  Longyear  family  in  1924, 
and  soon  learned  that  my  cousin,  John  Munro  Longyear  (No.  537), 
had  done  some  research  work  in  1890.  His  widow,  Mrs.  Mary 
Beecher  Longyear,  turned  over  all  of  his  notes  to  me.  This  gave 
a  splendid  foundation  on  which  to  build,  as  he  had  compiled  a  nearly 
complete  list  of  the  second  and  third  generations,  and  had  followed 
a  number  of  lines  down  to  his  time.  I  then  decided  to  make  as 
complete  a  record  as  possible  of  all  the  descendants  of  Jacob  Long¬ 
year  and  wrote  letters  to  many  who  were  in  position  to  give  the 
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desired  information,  supposing,  of  course,  everyone  would  reply  by 
return  mail,  and  that  in  six  months,  at  the  most,  I  would  have  the 
complete  record  of  the  entire  line.  But  I  soon  learned  what  any 
worker  along  this  line  could  have  told  me,  that  if  fifty  per  cent  of 
my  letters  were  answered  I  would  be  fortunate.  I  have  made  per¬ 
sonal  calls  on  many  who  did  not  answer  my  letters.  I  found  most 
of  them  very  courteous  and  willing  to  tell  all  they  knew,  although 
a  few  were  reluctant  to  tell  their  age;  one  refused  to  give  any  infor¬ 
mation  unless  he  was  paid  for  it;  and  one  even  declined  to  tell  the 
name  of  his  father.  I  have  been  disappointed  in  that  so  many  of  the 
lines  of  descent  are  incomplete,  but  have  accomplished  more  than  I 
expected  in  finding  4309  descendants  instead  of  1000,  my  first  esti¬ 
mate.  Many  gaps,  some  of  them  large  ones,  are  still  unfilled.  If 
this  record  should  come  to  the  hands  of  anyone  who  can  supply  any 
of  the  missing  information,  I  should  greatly  appreciate  having  it 
sent  to  me,  and  if  sufficient  new  material  is  found  to  warrant  it,  a 
second  edition  may  be  published.  Correction  of  any  errors  will  also 
be  gladly  received. 

I  have  been  greatly  disappointed  in  my  inability  to  establish  the 
European  connection.  Family  traditions  vary,  most  of  them  claiming 
that  Jacob  Longyear  was  of  Holland-Dutch  descent,  but  others  insist¬ 
ing  that  he  was  from  Germany.  The  earliest  record  found  is  the 
baptism  of  his  daughter,  Barbara,  in  the  records  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church  at  Kingston,  Ulster  County,  New  York,  October  22, 
1752,  witnesses,  Johannes  Kok  and  Barbara  Kraftin.  Tradition  says 
that  an  older  son,  Jacob,  came  over  with  his  parents,  and  that  an 
older  daughter,  Sophia,  died  and  was  buried  at  sea  on  the  way  over. 
This  makes  the  date  of  arrival  in  America  probably  some  time  between 
1750  and  1752.  A  Jacob  Lange  is  among  the  passengers  listed  in 
the  Bennett  Galley ,  John  Wadham,  Master,  from  Rotterdam,  last 
from  Plymouth,  qualified  at  Philadelphia,  August  13,  1750.  It  is 
possible  that  this  is  our  Jacob  Longyear,  as  on  the  same  boat  was 
Johannes  Koch,  who  may  be  the  Johannes  Kok  who  was  one  of  the 
witnesses  at  Barbara’s  baptism,  and  possibly  was  Jacob’s  father-in- 
law.  Jacob’s  second  son  was  named  Johannes,  further  evidence  that 
Johannes  Koch  may  have  been  Barbara’s  grandfather.  The  differ¬ 
ence  in  spelling  is  no  evidence  against  the  identity  of  Jacob  Lange 
and  Jacob  Longyear.  The  latter  is  undoubtedly  an  Anglicization  of 
the  original,  whatever  it  was,  and  the  former  is  the  way  the  clerk, 
who  recorded  the  names  of  passengers  as  they  took  the  required  oath 
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of  fidelity,  wrote  it.  In  several  instances  where  the  records  give  both 
the  original  ship  list  of  passengers  and  the  list  as  recorded  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  the  names  are  spelled  so  differently  as  to  be  hardly 
recognizable. 

Among  the  papers  of  John  Munro  Longyear  was  found  what  a 
well-known  genealogist  claimed  was  the  German  ancestry  of  Jacob 
Longyear,  giving  Dachau,  near  Munich,  Bavaria,  as  his  birthplace, 
with  a  line  of  his  ancestors  running  back  for  eight  generations  to  an 
Andreas  Langer,  born  in  or  about  1463.  This  looked  suspicious, 
however,  at  several  points,  and  a  check  with  the  original  records  at 
Munich  soon  proved  that  the  line  was  not  to  be  relied  upon,  and  the 
whole  purported  “history”  had  to  be  discarded. 

Lois  Ana  Longyear  (No.  205),  of  Grass  Lake,  Michigan,  was 
remarkably  well  posted  on  the  early  Longyear  history,  and  in  a  letter 
to  her  cousin,  Mrs.  O.  M.  Preston  (No-  737)  written  in  1856,  she 
said  that  her  parents  told  her  that  the  Longyears  came  from  Germany, 
probably  Brabant.  There  is  no  Brabant  in  Germany.  The  Province 
of  North  Brabant  is  now  in  Holland,  and  South  Brabant  is  in  Bel¬ 
gium.  In  1750,  these  two  provinces  were  under  German  control,  so 
it  is  possible  that  Lois  Ana  may  have  been  correct  in  saying  that  they 
came  from  Germany,  and  the  others  correct  in  saying  that  they  were 
Holland-Dutch.  The  two  Brabants  deserve  a  search  for  the  ancestral 
halls  of  the  Longyears. 

Mrs.  Maria  Longyear  Short  (No.  234)  claimed  that  the  Longyears 
came  from  Haarlem,  Holland.  A  search  of  the  records  of  Haarlem, 
which  are  well  indexed,  failed  to  reveal  any  names  at  all  resembling 
Longyear  or  any  of  the  Dutch  spellings  of  the  name  as  seen  on  the 
Kingston  records:  Langjahr,  Langeer,  Langigar,  Langar,  Langjaer, 
Langier,  Longar. 

I  had  planned  to  make  a  trip  to  Holland  last  year  on  an  ancestor 
hunt,  but  the  war  made  it  necessary  to  abandon  the  idea.  It  is  hoped 
that  some  day  someone  will  find  out  where  Jacob  Longyear  came 
from  and  why. 

In  the  following  records  names  are  arranged  by  generations,  and 
in  each  generation  by  families.  In  each  family  the  children  are  given 
in  order  of  seniority  when  it  is  known,  and  in  all  succeeding  genera¬ 
tions  the  descendants  of  an  older  child  precede  descendants  of  a 
younger  child  in  that  generation. 

Each  descendant  is  given  a  number  starting  with  Jacob  Longyear, 
No.  1,  and  he  is  the  first  generation.  His  children,  the  second  gener- 
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ation,  are  numbered  2  to  10.  Their  children,  third  generation,  are 
numbered  11  to  57;  fourth  generation,  58  to  305;  fifth  generation, 
306  to  1006;  sixth  generation,  1007  to  2145  ;  seventh  generation,  2146 
to  3490;  eighth  generation,  3491  to  4239;  ninth  generation,  4240  to 
4310.  I  was  hoping  to  have  at  least  one  person  in  the  tenth  genera¬ 
tion,  but  was  afraid  the  book  would  have  to  wait  too  long. 

In  each  family,  the  children  who  married,  and  about  whom  addi¬ 
tional  information  is  known,  are  indicated  by  having  their  numbers 
preceded  by  +  signs.  Their  further  record  with  children,  if  any, 
may  be  found  by  turning  forward  and  finding  their  numbers  at  the 
left  margin  of  the  page.

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REVOLUTIONARY  WAR  RECORDS 

Five  of  Jacob  Longyear’s  sons  had  records  in  the  Revolutionary 
War:  Jacob,  Johannes,  Andrew,  Christopher  and  Willem.  Two  of 
them,  however,  Jacob  and  Andrew,  were  for  a  time  under  somewhat 
of  a  cloud.  On  April  30,  1777,  a  Court  Martial  convened  at  Fort 
Montgomery  with  Col.  Lewis  DuBois  as  President  and  Capt.  Lush 
as  Judge  Advocate,  and  proceeded  to  the  trial  of  certain  men, 
“charged  with  levying  war  against  the  State  of  New  York  within  the 
same,  adhering  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  enlisting  soldiers  or 
being  enlisted  as  soldiers  in  the  service  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain 
and  owing  allegiance  or  deriving  protection  from  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  York.”  The  following  suspects  were  called  before 
the  Court  and  asked  to  give  details  of  their  activities  on  the  night  of 
April  23rd  and  succeeding  days  and  nights :  Jack,  a  negro  slave, 
William  McGinnis,  John  Van  Vliet,  Cornelius  Furler,  William  Teets, 
Conrad  Mysner,  John  Rapelje,  Silvester  Vandemark,  Jacobus  Rosa, 
Jacob  Middagh,  Jacobus  Longyore,  and  Hendrick  Crispell.  Crispell 
turned  states  evidence,  and  his  deposition  is  picturesquely  described  in 
the  records  of  the  Court  Martial,  as  found  in  Public  Papers  of  George 
Clinton,  War  of  the  Revolution  Series,  1899,  Vol.  1,  pp.  749-762. 
The  quaint  language  is  that  of  the  recording  clerk  of  colonial  days. 

Dep  t  is  a  contraction  of  Deponent.  Capital  letters  seem  to  have 
been  used  when  emphasis  was  wanted. 

Hendrick  Crispell  being  duly  sworn  deposeth  and  Saith  that  lying 
in  Bed  at  his  own  house  some  Persons  came  and  knocked  at  the  Door, 
that  opening  the  Door  Jacob  and  Abraham  Middagh  and  Jacob  Davis! 
Jun  r  came  in;  Jacob  Middagh  told  Depon’t  that  they  came  for  to 
fetch  him ;  Dep  t  asked  where  they  wanted  to  carry  him  they  informed 
him  that  Colonel  Fanning  had  sent  him  to  bring  in  such  Persons  as 
were  willing  to  go  to  New  York.  That  there  was  a  Proclamation 
from  the  King  that  such  as  were  his  Friends  should  Come  in,  and 
those  that  did  not  when  the  Regulars  got  Possession  of  America 
should  find  no  mercy,  and  if  he  would  go  he  must  make  himself 
ready  and  go  there  or  he  must  expect  no  mercy.  For  the  Regulars 
would  hang  Dep’t  or  carry  him  out  of  the  Country,  that  we  are  all 
Rebels  against  the  King,  and  desired  Dep’t  to  go  and  see  if  his 
Brother  was  not  inclined  to  go  along  with  him,  that  Dep’t  accordingly 
went  to  his  Brother  Thomas  and  told  him  all  that  Middagh  had 
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told  him  as  before  related.  That  Dep’t  told  his  Brother  he  thought 
it  was  hard  to  be  hanged  for  what  they  could  not  help.  And  if  he 
had  a  mind  to  go  along  he  the  Dep’t  would  also  go.  That  Dep’t’s 
Brother  said  if  he  would  go  he  would  also  go.  That  before  Dep’t 
went  to  his  Brother  The  Middaghs  and  Davies  went  off.  That  the 
next  night  Jacob  Middagh  came  again  to  Dep’t  House  and  told 
Dep’t  when  he  came  to  Colo.  Fanning  they  should  have  their  Choice 
they  might  work  and  should  be  paid  for  it  or  they  might  take  Arms 
in  which  Case  each  man  should  have  two  Pair  of  Stockings  a  Pair 
of  Shoes  a  Pair  of  Breeches  and  two  Shirts  a  Red  Coat  or  Red 
Jacket,  Dep’t  does  not  remember  which,  and  a  Waistcoat  and  the 
Arms  they  brought  with  them  should  be  laid  in  the  stores  and  those 
that  were  willing  might  sell  them  and  if  they  enlisted  they  should  draw 
Arms.  That  they  wou’d  not  force  or  persuade  any  Person  to  inlist, 
that  was  unwilling ;  That  those  who  should  inlist  should  have  40/  hard 
money  as  a  bounty;  That  in  about  three  Weeks  they  should  be  in 
Possession  of  New  York  and  perhaps  it  might  be  a  little  longer. 
That  a  Certain  Day  in  the  month  of  May  thinks  about  the  5th  or  6th, 
The  Regulars  wou’d  begin;  That  all  their  Armies  wou’d  then  be 
ready  that  they  now  laid  Still ;  That  the  northern  Army  and  Southern 
Army  were  to  meet;  That  they  were  so  very  strong  that  the  War 
wou’d  be  short  and  they  wou’d  soon  Join  their  two  Armies.  That 
Johnson  was  getting  the  Indians  in  Readiness  for  that  Time;  That 
America  was  almost  Surrounded  And  the  Indians  wou’d  all  come 
down  and  assist  the  King;  That  Jacob  Middagh  then  left  the  Dep’t 
and  the  Dep’t  went  again  to  his  brother  and  told  him  if  he  was  willing 
to  go  with  Dep’t  he  must  make  himself  ready;  That  his  Brother 
accordingly  did  so  and  came  to  Dep’t  and  Dep’t  and  his  Brother  went 
to  Jacobus  Davis’s  where  Jacob  Middagh  had  appointed  them  to 
come;  That  Jacobus  Davies,  James  Merkell,  Petrus  Bush,  Jacob 
Furler,  Coenradt  Mysner,  Cornelius  Furler,  Jacob  Long  Yaer,  Jun’r, 
and  Andries  Long  Yaer  were  at  Jacobus  Davis’s  when  Dep’t  and  his 
Brother  came  there;  That  they  were  all  armed  except  Jacob  Middagh 
and  had  all  Ammunition;  That  they  had  all  provision  for  3,  4,  or  5 
days  That  Dep’t  and  his  Brother  went  to  Davis’s  about  Breakfast 
Time;  That  they  all  then  proceeded  from  Davis’s  thro  the  Woods 
to  Abraham  Middagh’s  at  Marbletown ;  when  they  came  there  it  was 
sometime  in  the  night;  That  Jacob  Middagh  asked  Abraham  and 
George  Middagh  to  go  along  but  they  refused,  that  they  then  went 
from  Marbletown  across  the  fields  and  did  not  stop  till  they  came  to 
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the  House  of  Daniel  Irvin,  a  Schoolmaster  in  Marhletown;  That 
Daniel  Irvin  was  at  Home,  and  soon  after  they  came  there  which 
was  about  8  O’Clock,  the  People  of  the  House  being  all  in  bed  except 
Irvin;  Jacob  Rosa  came  there  having  only  a  cudgel  in  his  hand; 
That  they  then  went  off  with  Rosa  and  Irvin  and  Wm.  McGinnis 
across  the  public  Road  and  crosst  Roundout  Creek  some  in  Canoes 
and  some  wading  over  and  stop’t  at  a  House ;  knows  not  the  Person’s 
name;  that  before  they  came  to  the  House  they  went  over  a  small 
Creek;  That  they  went  into  the  Barn  of  this  House;  That  when 
they  came  into  the  Barn  Jack  the  negro  man  of  Gysbert  Rosa,  John 
Van  Vliet  and  William  Teets  were  there  and  thinks  Sylvester  Vande- 
mark  and  John  Rapalje  were  also  there;  That  just  before  Day  they 
all  went  up  into  the  mountains  and  Vandemark  and  Repalje  were 
then  with  them.  That  they  laid  among  the  Rocks;  That  John 
Van  Vliet  and  Sylvester  Vandemark  were  armed;  That  Rapalje  had 
sometimes  a  Gun  and  sometimes  not;  That  they  went  through  the 
Shawngonk  Mountains ;  That  in  the  Shawngonk  Mountains  a  Man 
came  to  them  armed  and  told  them  there  were  scouting  parties  out 
to  apprehend  them;  That  there  Dep’t  and  the  rest  of  their  party 
came  opposite  to  the  Paltz  and  there  remained  till  near  Night  and 
Came  near  the  Walkill  when  Rosa  left  them  for  a  little  Time  and 
returned.  That  Rosa  went  unarmed  leaving  his  Gun  with  the  Party ; 
That  when  they  returned  they  went  off  and  by  Rosa’s  orders  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  the  Walkill  where  they  were  hailed  by  a  Centinel ;  Rosa 
answered  ‘a  Friend’  went  up  to  the  Person  and  took  his  Gun  from 
him  &  took  the  Man  along  with  them ;  That  he  believes  the  Man 
who  Rosa  took  prisoner  was  one  Freer ;  That  two  men  on  Horseback 
came  up  and  asked  who  was  there;  That  Dep’t  answered  Friend; 
That  Jacob  Davis  took  hold  of  the  Bridle  and  the  Man  on  Horseback 
who  was  afterwards  shot  in  the  Arm ;  That  the  other  Horseman  was 
about  10  or  12  yds.  from  Dep’t;  That  Dep’t  took  Terwilliger  by  the 
Hand,  and  while  he  held  his  Hand  he  heard  the  report  of  a  Gun, 
upon  which  the  Horse  Jumped  and  the  Man  fell  off  of  the  Horse 
and  the  Horse  went  off,  and  upon  Dep’t’s  returning  to  look  for  the 
Man  he  could  not  find  him ;  That  the  two  Men  and  Horses  were  then 
gone  and  Rosa  returned  and  made  Freer  Swear  that  he  wou’d  not  dis¬ 
cover  anything  he  had  seen  or  make  known  the  Persons  of  the  Party ; 
&  then  gave  Freer  his  Liberty  taking  his  Arms  from  him  ;  That  they 
then  left  the  Wallkill  and  went  to  the  public  Road  and  passed  a  Man 
with  a  Waggon ;  That  soon  after  they  went  on  and  left  a  man  asleep. 
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who  soon  after  Joined  him  without  his  Gun,  having  thrown  it  away 
for  Fear  of  being  discovered ;  That  they  walked  till  the  Cocks  crew ; 
This  was  Saturday ;  They  came  to  a  House  and  Rosa  went  in ;  That 
they  then  left  the  House,  and  went  into  the  Woods  and  there  remained 
all  Day ;  That  a  Regular  Officer  came  to  them  at  Marbletown  and  was 
with  them  on  Thursday  or  Friday;  That  the  Officer  had  a  handker¬ 
chief  in  his  Hand;  That  the  Officer  informed  Dep’t  That  the  Reg¬ 
ulars  were  to  Attack  a  Fort  to  the  northward  on  Sunday  last  and 
that  they  wou’d  attack  Fort  Montgomery  soon  and  would  also  in  a 
short  Time  be  in  Esopus,  and  a  large  Army  of  Regulars  wou’d  come 
thro’  Minisink ;  That  a  Stranger  who  liv’d  above  Albany  with  a  short 
Jacket  and  old  blue  Coat  told  Dep’t,  that  the  Regular  Officer  had 
Come  with  Dispatches  from  the  Northward ;  That  the  Party  on 
Saturday  night  came  to  a  House  &  soon  after  left  it  and  laid  all  the 
next  Day  on  Sunday  under  a  Brush  Fence ;  That  the  Regular  Officer 
had  only  one  Eye  and  left  them  soon  after  he  Joined  them  and  was 
on  Foot;  That  on  Monday  they  came  to  a  Field  where  a  Negro  man 
was  working  and  passed  thro’  a  Creek  and  went  up  a  Mountain  and 
afterwards  thro’  clear  Land  and  over  two  Mountains  near  Settle¬ 
ments.  Rosa  then  desired  them  to  set  down,  that  he  wou’d  go  and 
see  where  there  were  and  Rosa  &  Jacob  Middagh  went  off  for  about 
half  an  Hour  and  Dep’t  heard  soon  after  the  Reports  of  four  Guns 
and  then  of  two  more,  and  some  Horsemen  came  up  and  Dep’t  run 
off  immediately;  then  after  Dep’t  with  Rappalje  with  another  of  the 
Party  went  to  see  if  any  of  the  Party  were  killed;  That  John 
Van  Vliet  and  Sylvester  Vandemark  told  this  Dep’t  That  after  the 
men  on  Horseback  had  fired  they  both  Returned  the  Fire;  That  he 
heard  one  of  the  men  a  Horseback  cry  out,  ‘Lay  down  your  arms, 
keep  them  in  your  Eye’,  that  Van  Vliet,  and  Vandemark  then  run 
off  and  Dep’t  also;  That  Dep’t  missing  his  Brother  Returned,  but 
Saw  no  Person,  and  Found  a  Pack  of  one  of  the  Party,  and  soon 
after  saw  McGinnis  lying  on  his  Belly,  and  Calling  to  Him. 
McGinnis  came  to  them  and  they  look’d  for  the  Rest  of  the  Party, 
but  could  not  find  them,  they  then  saw  five  men  with  Guns,  who 
passed  them;  when  Dep’t  Came  to  the  Public  Road  Dep’t  advised 
them  who  were  with  him  to  give  themselves  up  to  those  Men,  who 
took  their  arms  away  and  made  them  Prisoners,  Cornelius  Furler, 
John  Van  Vliet,  Silvester  Vandemark,  and  John  Rapalje,  were  there 
with  Dep’t ;  That  McGinnis  was  not  with  them  and  left  them  a  little 
Time  before.”  : 
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The  Court  record  of  Jacob  Longyear,  Jr.,  in  this  case  is  as  follows : 

“Jacobus  Longyore,  was  brought  before  the  Court  &  charged;  1st 
with  Levying  War  against  the  State  of  New  York  within  the  same; 
2nd  with  adhering  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain;  3rd  with  being 
enlisted  in  the  Service  of  the  King,  whilst  owing  allegiance  to  the 
State  of  New  York. 

“To  all  which  he  plead  generally  not  guilty  but  confessed ;  That 
by  Rose’s  Purswasion  he  went  with  him  with  an  Intention  of  going 
to  New  York,  and  if  he  enlisted  he  was  to  have  100  acres  of  land 
for  himself  and  50  for  his  Child.  That  Rose  informed  he  should 
be  Home  in  a  month’s  Time,  for  that  the  Country  would  then  be 
overrun,  that  he  was  to  be  in  Colo.  Fanning’s  Regiment.  That  he 
had  a  Gun  with  him  loaded  with  Ball  and  Powder  and  that  he  was 
with  the  Party  when  Terwilliger  was  fired  at  and  wounded.  That  he 
had  some  more  Balls  and  Powder  besides  what  he  had  in  his  Gun.” 

On  the  same  day,  April  30,  1777,  the  Court  resolved;  “That  the 
negro  man,  slave  of  Guysbert  Rose  be  acquitted,  no  material  Evidence 
appearing  against  him;  and  this  Court  do  adjudge  that  the  said 
William  Teets,  Coenradt  Mysener,  Andries  Keyser,  John  Rapalje, 
Silvester  Vandemark,  Jacobus  Rose,  Jacob  Middagh,  and  Jacob  Long¬ 
yore  do  suffer  the  Pains  and  Penalties  of  Death  by  being  hanged 
by  the  neck  until  they  are  dead.” 

On  the  same  day  as  the  Court  Martial,  April  30,  Jacob  Davis  and 
Andries  Longyear  were  examined  by  the  Committee  of  the  Precinct 
of  Shawingunk,  (Calendar  of  New  York  Historical  Manuscripts — 
War  of  the  Revolution,  Vol.  II,  p.  113)  : 

“Examination  of  Andries  Longyear  who  saith  that  on  Wednesday 
the  23rd  Instant  Jacob  Middagh  &  another  man  came  to  his  Father’s 
House  &  asked  him  to  go  along  with  them  to  New  York  to  the 
Regulars  for  the  Regulars  was  to  come  up  this  way  soon  &  that  they 
would  then  come  along  with  them  &  drive  the  Inhabitants  Before 
them  &  take  their  Estates  from  them,  then  concluded  to  go  along 
with  them,  &  got  myself  ready  and  went  with  them  to  Samuel  Davis’s 
and  his  son  Jacob  joined  us  and  that  night  we  went  as  far  as  Shocon 
and  on  Thursday  they  went  along  to  near  Marbletown,  and  in  the 
night  went  to  Richard  Oakley’s  where  they  Tarried  some  time  and 
went  from  thence  to  William  Woods  in  the  Coxing  Clove  where  they 
joined  Lieut.  Jacobus  Rosa  and  a  number  more  who  were  a  going 
off  in  the  morning  where  they  Lodged  that  night,  and  in  the  morning 
of  Friday  they  went  together  on  their  march  and  cross’d  the  mountains 
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and  came  to  near  the  Widow  Beviers  on  the  New  Paltz  Precinct  from 
whence  Lieut.  Rosa  and  Jacob  Middagh  went  to  the  Widows  but 
soon  returned  again  and  Wouter  Sluyter  with  them  to  Pilot  them 
across  the  Wallkill,  and  then  marched  along  to  Cornelius  DuBois 
where  they  cross’d  said  Kill  &  then  Sluyter  went  home  again  &  that 
they  took  the  Guard  that  was  placed  by  the  Canoe  Prisoners,  and 
after  some  discourse  Between  Lieut.  Jacobus  Rosa  &  one  of  the 
Prisoners  he  had  took,  let  him  go  and  said  that  he  know’d  him  and 
that  he  was  a  good  man  and  marched  that  night  as  far  as  Alick 
Camels  and  Tarried  there  that  Day  &  in  the  Evening  went  a  little 
further  to  a  barn  of  Arthur  McKinneys  where  they  Lodged  that 
Night  and  the  next  Day  and  night,  &  said  Arthur  McKinney  while 
they  lay  there.  Brought  them  Provisions,  and  on  Monday  morning 
marched  on  and  got  as  far  as  the  Clove  on  a  large  Hill  where  they 
were  attacked  by  the  Militia,  and  that  he  and  four  more  of  them 
Escaped  from  them  &  what  became  of  the  rest  he  did  not  know.” 

On  May  3rd,  1777,  Jacob  Davis  and  Andries  Longyear  together 
with  Samuel  Fraligh  and  Frederick  Keyser  were  brought  before  the 
Court  Martial  and  the  usual  three  charges  preferred  against  them. 
The  examination  of  the  first  two  by  the  Shawingunk  Committee  was 
read  to  them  and  they  confessed  to  the  truthfulness  of  the  same. 
Andries  Longyear  “further  says  that  he  thinks  it  was  Either  Campble 
or  McKenny  that  brought  them  to  McKenny’s  Barn ;  that  his  father, 
Jacob  Longyear,  did  not  prevent  him  from  going  with  Rosa  to  the 
Regulars ;  that  he  had  a  gun  Loaded  with  Powder  and  Ball ;  that 
he  Loaded  his  gun  because  the  Rest  Loaded  theirs ;  that  he  thinks 
Trawilliger  was  Shot  with  a  Pistol.  That  Daniel  Ervin  had  a  pistol ; 
That  Richard  Oakly  treated  them  with  Cyder.” 

During  several  succeeding  days  other  suspects  were  examined  by 
the  Court  Martial,  and  on  May  6,  1777,  they  condemned  Jacob  Davis, 
Andries  Longyear,  Frederick  Keyser,  Thomas  Krispell,  Peter  Bush, 
Jacobus  Furlong,  Johannis  Keyser,  William  Calder,  Lodwick  Ceely, 
James  Maricle,  John  Stokes,  Samuel  Freligh,  Abraham  Middagh, 
William  Wood,  Richark  Oakly,  and  Wouter  Slouter  to  be  hanged 
by  the  neck  until  they  are  dead ;  but,  “The  Court  having  Considered 
the  Conditions  of  Jacob  Davis,  Andries  Longyear,  Thomas  Crisped, 
Peter  Bush,  Johannis  Keyser,  James  Maricle,  and  William  Calder, 
and  in  Consequence  of  their  apparent  Distress,  open  Confession  and 
Promise  of  Future  Obedience  of  the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  York 
Do  Recommend  them  for  mercy.” 
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May  3,  1777,  the  State  Convention  at  a  session  held  at  Fort  Mont¬ 
gomery  ratified  the  action  of  the  Court  Martial  of  April  30,  but  with 
a  pardon  for  William  Teets,  “in  Consideration  of  his  extreme  youth 
&  it  appearing  that  he  had  been  deluded,  his  severe  compunction  for 
his  crimes  &  his  apparent  ignorance/’  The  others  including  Jacobus 
Longyou  were  to  be  hanged.  “Jacobus  Longyou  and  Cornelius 
Furler  being  Tenants  for  Life  on  Lands  of  Mr.  Robert  Livingston, 
he  was  excused  from  voting  on  their  Cases.” 

Of  those  condemned  by  the  Court  Martial  on  May  6th,  we  hear 
nothing  further  as  to  those  recommended  for  mercy,  including 
Andries  Longyear,  and  apparently  they  were  either  released  and 
joined  the  Continental  Army,  or  gave  other  assurances  of  good 
behavior. 

May  19th,  the  following  petition  was  filed  with  the  Council  of 
Safety : 

“The  Petition  of  William  McGinnis  and  sundry  other  Persons  Now 
confined  in  Jayl  and  under  sentence  of  Death,  Most  Humbly  Sheweth, 

“That  your  Petitioners  at  the  time  they  committed  those  actions  or 
Crimes  for  which  sentence  of  Death  is  Now  Passed  upon  them  Did 
not  know  of  any  Law  of  any  Kind  existing  to  make  any  Person 
committing  such  actions  or  crimes  subject  to  any  Penalty-  Had  such 
Laws,  Rules  or  Orders  been  read  off  at  the  Head  of  the  Regiment 
or  respective  Comp’s  to  which  your  petitioners  belonged  they  would 
be  the  more  inexcusable  for  a  Breach  thereof  and  therefore  think 
their  fate  so  much  the  harder  that  they  are  to  suffer  for  the  breach 
of  Laws  that  they  were  entirely  Ignorant  of,  or  Rather  for  doing 
what  they  then  though  Most  for  their  safety.  That  several  of  your 
petitioners  have  wives  with  Large  Families  of  children  who  must 
suffer  and  become  objects  of  Expense  to  the  community  if  the  Present 
sentences  be  put  in  execution  against  your  Petitioners,  whereas  should 
we  find  favour  in  your  sight,  Both  they  and  we  might  become  usefull 
members  to  the  State.  That  it  may  please  the  father  of  mercies  and 
Great  Judge  of  the  Universe  to  Dispose  your  hearts  to  forgive  as  you 
would  be  forgiven,  according  to  that  Gracious  Promise  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Christ,  is  the  earnest  Desire  of  your  Petitioners  who 
shall  as  in  Duty  Bound  ever  Pray,

This  petition  seems  to  have  been  an  unnecessary  gesture,  for  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Safety,  Monday,  May  12,  1777,  “The 
question  being  put  whether  any  more  should  be  hanged  than 
(Jacobus)  Rosa  and  (Jacob)  Middagh,  it  was  carried  that  no  more 
be  hanged.”  It  was  evidently  thought  that  an  example  should  be 
made  of  the  two  leaders,  Rosa  and  Middagh,  and  for  Disciplinary 
reasons  knowledge  of  the  reprieve  of  the  others  was  withheld  for  a 
time.  However,  quick  action  was  taken,  for  on  May  20th,  the  next 
day  after  the  petition  was  signed,  the  records  show  that  Jacob 
Longyer  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the  Fourth  Company  of  the  New 
York  Line  of  the  Continental  Army,  Fifth  Regiment,  Philip  de 
Bevier,  Capt.,  and  Henry  B.  Livingston,  Col.  He  was  taken  prisoner 
by  the  British  at  the  Battle  of  Fort  Montgomery,  Oct.  6,  1777  and 
died  in  New  York  prison.  Andrew  Longyear  is  recorded  as  having 
enlisted  in  the  Line,  Fifth  Reg’t,  Col.  Lewis  DuBois,  May  20,  1777, 
missing  Oct.  6,  1777.  It  is  uncertain  whether  he  lost  his  life  at  that 
time  or  not.  Family  traditions  are  conflicting  on  that  point.  Some 
say  that  he  was  killed  in  the  war,  and  one  says  that  he  lived  at  Albany 
later  on.  In  either  event  both  Jacob  and  Andrew  seem  to  have  atoned 
for  their  temporary  lapse  of  patriotism  by  real  Revolutionary  Service. 
Andrew  left  no  descendants,  but  Jacob,  through  his  son  John,  left  a 
large  line  who  can  claim  membership  in  the  patriotic  societies. 

The  other  three  sons  of  the  immigrant,  Jacob  Longyear,  who  had 
Revolutionary  records  were  Johannes,  Christopher  and  William. 

Johannis  Langyaeer  is  listed  in  Ulster  County  Militia,  Land  Bounty 
Rights,  1st  Reg’t,  Capt.  Simon  Lefevre. 
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Christopher  Lanjaar  was  in  1st  Reg't,  Ulster  County  Militia,  Col. 
Johannes  Snyder. 

William  Longyear  is  listed  in  1st  Reg’t,  Ulster  County  Militia. 
Land  Bounty  Rights,  Cap’t.  Simon  Lefevre. 

Christian  Langyare  is  listed  in  Ulster  County  Militia,  First  Reg’t, 
Col.  Johannes  Snyder.  He  has  not  been  identified,  but  may  be  the 
same  as  Christopher. 

Jacob  Langjahr  is  listed  in  Ulster  County  Militia,  Land  Bounty 
Rights,  1st  Reg’t,  Cap’t  Simon  Lefevre.  This  must  be  Jacob,  Sr., 
the  father,  as  Jacob,  Jr.,  died  in  New  York  prison  in  1777,  while  the 
act  creating  “Land  Bounty  Rights’’  was  not  passed  until  March  23, 
1782.  Therefore  it  would  seem  that  all  the  descendants  of  the  immi¬ 
grant,  Jacob  Longyear,  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  Patriotic  Societies. 


FIRST  GENERATION 


1.  Jacob  Longyear,  according  to  tradition,  the  first  of  the  name 
in  America,  is  first  heard  of  in  the  records  of  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church  in  Kingston,  Ulster  County,  N.  Y.,  where  is  recorded  on 
October  22,  1752,  the  baptism  of  Barbara,  child  of  Jacob  Langeer 
and  Maria  Kokin,  with  Johannes  Kok  and  Barbara  Kraftin  appearing 
as  witnesses.  In  most  of  the  civil  and  family  records  his  wife’s  name 
is  given  as  Maria  Cox,  probably  an  Anglicization  of  Koch  if  German, 
or  Kok  if  Dutch.  She  may  have  been  a  daughter  of  the  Johannes 
Kok  who  was  one  of  the  witnesses  at  the  baptism  of  her  daughter, 
Barbara.  Nothing  is  known  as  to  the  antecedents  of  either  Jacob 
Longyear  or  his  wife.  The  date  and  place  of  their  birth  is  unknown. 
Tradition  says  that  they  were  both  buried  on  their  old  farm  four 
miles  east  of  Phoenicia,  N.  Y.,  the  farm  where  the  railroad  station 
of  Mt.  Pleasant  is  now  situated.  The  station  was  first  called 
Mt.  Pleasant,  changed  to  Longyear,  and  afterward  changed  back  to 
Mt.  Pleasant.  He  was  a  weaver  by  trade,  but  after  arrival  in  America 
he  engaged  in  farming.  The  first  title  to  his  home  was  evidently  a 
lease  from  one  of  the  patroons,  Robert  Livingston,  who  owned  a  large 
amount  of  land  in  the  Esopus  valley,  for  at  a  meeting  of  the  State 
Assembly  on  May  3,  1777,  to  review  the  action  of  the  Court  Martial 
in  condemning  certain  men  accused  of  being  Tories  (see  chapter  on 
Revolutionary  War  Records),  Robert  Livingston  asked  to  be  excused 
from  voting  on  the  case  of  Jacob  Longyear,  Jr.,  because  said  Long¬ 
year  was  a  tenant  for  life  on  his  lands.  In  May,  1779,  a  crude  log 
fort  was  built  on  the  farm  as  a  defense  against  the  Indians  and  Tories 
who  were  quite  active  in  the  Catskill  Mountains.  Later  they  feared 
to  remain  there  and  removed  to  what  is  now  known  as  the  Reuben 
Brink  farm  at  Mt.  Marion.  After  the  war  was  over  they  returned 
to  their  old  home.  Five  successive  generations  lived  on  the  old  farm 
until  1878  when  Isaac  W.  Longyear  (No.  278)  lost  it  through  a 
mortgage  foreclosure.  The  last  record  we  have  of  Jacob  is  as  a 
witness  to  the  baptism  of  his  granddaughter,  Elizabeth  (No.  38), 
November  1,  1785.  The  date  of  his  death  is  unknown.  According 
to  tradition  he  spent  the  last  years  of  his  life  with  his  son,  Christopher. 
Although  he  is  not  listed  in  the  1790  census,  yet  he  may  have  been 
living  at  that  time  because  Christopher  Longyear  is  credited  with  two 
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free  white  males  over  sixteen  years  of  age.  As  he  had  no  sons  in 
1790  as  old  as  sixteen,  these  two  may  have  been  himself  and  his 
father,  Jacob.  William  Longyear,  another  son  of  Jacob,  is  also  cred¬ 
ited  by  the  1790  census  with  having  in  his  household  two  white  males 
over  sixteen,  and  the  only  child  he  had  at  that  time  was  a  daughter 
one  year  old.  As  stated  in  the  Introduction,  the  immigrant,  Jacob 
Longyear,  is  without  doubt  entitled  to  credit  for  Revolutionary 
service,  listed  as  Jacob  Langjahr  in  Ulster  County  Militia,  Land 
Bounty  Rights,  First  Regiment,  Captain  Simon  Lefever,  and  all  of 
his  descendants  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the  patriotic  societies.

2.  Jacob  Longyear,  Jr.,  son  of  Jacob  Longyear  (No.  1)  and 
Maria  Cox,  said  to  have  come  over  with  his  parents.  Birthplace  and 
date  unknown.  Farmer  and  tenant  for  life  on  lands  owned  by  the 
patroon,  Robert  Livingston,  in  Ulster  County,  N.  Y.  See  the  chapter 
on  Revolutionary  War  Records  for  the  history  of  his  trial  as  a  Tory. 
He  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  British  at  the  Battle  of  Fort  Mont¬ 
gomery,  Oct.  6,  1777,  and  later  died  in  a  New  York  prison.  In  his 
testimony  before  the  Court  Martial  Apr.  30,  1777,  he  mentioned 
having  one  child.  This  was  probably  the  son,  John,  as  the  daughter, 
Maria,  was  not  baptised  until  Feb.  22,  1778.  He  married  Maria 
DeWitt.  His  descendants  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the  patriotic 
societies  on  account  of  his  Revolutionary  record.

4.  Barbara  Longyear,  daughter  of  Jacob  Longyear  (No.  1) 
and  Maria  Cox;  she  was  baptised  Kingston,  N.  Y.,  according  to  the 
records  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  on  Oct.  22,  1752,  although 
“Olde  Ulster”  is  authority  for  the  statement  that  she  came  over  with 
her  parents  when  a  young  child.  She  married,  Kingston,  Petrus 
Myer  (son  of  Johannes  Myer  and  Maria  Osterhoudt),  who  was  bap¬ 
tised  Dec.  26,  1754,  and  died  June  9,  1827.  She  died  Oct.  28,  1828, 
and  was  buried  on  the  farm  where  they  lived,  near  the  Sawkill  bridge 
in  the  Town  of  Ulster,  about  three  miles  from  Kingston.  The  old 
homestead  still  stands  there.  Christian  Myer,  grandfather  of  Petrus, 
was  a  Palatine  and  came  to  Ulster  County  about  1710  from  Wolfer- 
lingen  on  the  Rhine.  It  is  said  that  his  sweetheart,  Ann  Gertruy 
Theunyes,  was  leaving  for  America  with  her  parents,  and  that  he 
went  to  the  boat  to  bid  her  good-bye.  The  good-byes  were  so  long 
drawn  out,  however,  that  the  ship  sailed  before  they  were  aware  of  it. 
The  captain  refused  to  turn  back  so  that  he  could  land,  and  Christian 
was  obliged  to  go  on  with  them  to  America,  and  they  were  married 
on  the  way  over.  Petrus  Myer  signed  the  Articles  of  Association 
in  1775,  and  served  in  4th  Company,  1st  Regiment,  Ulster  County 
Militia.

5.  Johannes  Longyear,  son  of  Jacob  Longyear  (No.  1)  and 
Maria  Cox,  born  Shandaken,  Ulster  County,  N.  Y.,  Mar.  24,  1754. 
No  record  has  been  found  of  his  baptism.  In  1778  he  married 
Annatje  Winne  (daughter  of  Peter  Winne  and  Arriaantje  Van 
Etten),  who  was  baptised  July  4,  1752,  according  to  the  Katsbaan 
Church  records,  and  died  Mar.  20,  1843.  He  was  the  first  hotel 
keeper  in  the  Shandaken  valley,  licensed  in  1787  at  Phoenicia.  He 
sold  out  to  his  nephew,  Andrew  Longyear,  who  was  licensed  in  1805, 
and  moved  across  the  Esopus  Creek  to  the  farm  where  he  lived  until 
his  death,  Aug.  31,  1824.  He  and  his  wife  are  both  buried  on  this 
farm,  situated  a  short  distance  south  of  Phoenicia,  and  now  (1941) 
owned  by  George  A.  Kinsey.  They  were  both  members  of  the 
Reformed  Dutch  Church  at  Shokan.  He  was  appointed  one  of  the 
Overseers  of  Highways  at  the  first  town  meeting  of  Woodstock,  June, 
1787 ;  was  appointed  fence  viewer  same  township  in  1799.  Listed  as 
Johannis  Langyaeer,  Revolutionary  Soldier,  in  Ulster  County  Militia 
(Land  Bounty  Rights)  First  Regiment,  Captain  Simon  Lefever. 
Two  hundred  acres  of  Military  Land  was  allotted  him  in  Sterling, 
Wayne  County.  He  is  listed  in  the  1790  census,  Town  of  Woodstock, 
as  having  two  free  white  males  under  sixteen  and  four  females  includ¬ 
ing  head  of  family.  He  died  Aug.  31,  1824,  and  his  will,  dated 
Nov.  12,  1822,  was  proved  Oct.  23,  1824. 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen,  I,  John  Longyear  of  the  Town  of  Shandaken 
considering  the  uncertainty  of  this  mortal  life,  and  being  of  sound  mind  and 
memory,  blessed  be  the  Almighty  God  for  the  same,  do  make  and  publish  this 
my  last  Will  and  Testament,  in  manner  and  form  following  (that  is  to  say) 
After  my  son  John  I.  Longyear,  shall  have  paid  my  just  debts  and  the  several 
legacies  and  bequests  herein  granted  and  bequeathed  in  this  my  last  Will  and 
Testament,  I  do  then  give  and  devise  unto  him  my  said  son  John  and  to  his 
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heirs  and  assigns  forever,  all  my  real  estate  both  freehold  and  leasehold,  the 
same  being  the  farm  whereon  I  now  reside,  to  have  and  to  hold  unto  my  said 
son  John  and  to  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever.  I  do  give  and  bequeath  unto  my 
son  Jacob  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  be  paid  to  him  within  one  year 
after  my  decease.  I  do  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Peter  Longyear  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  be  paid  at  two  equal  installments,  viz.:  fifty 
dollars  within  one  year  after  my  decease  and  fifty  dollars  within  two  years  after 
my  decease.  I  do  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  son  Abraham  Longyear  and  to 
my  daughters,  viz.:  Lena  Bush,  Polly  D.  L.  Montanye,  Ann  Winner,  Caty 
Whitney,  and  Betsey  Longyear,  single  woman,  each  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars, 
which  last  mentioned  legacies,  I  will  and  order  to  be  paid  to  the  said  respective 
legatees  by  equal  annual  installments,  viz:  twenty-five  dollars  to  each  of  the 
last  six  mentioned  legatees  within  one  year  after  my  decease,  and  the  remaining 
twenty-five  dollars  within  two  years  after  my  decease.  The  whole  of  the  above 
mentioned  legacies  to  be  paid  by  my  son  John  and  it  is  my  intention  that  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  my  real  estate  as  aforesaid,  only  upon  condition  of  his  paying 
the  above  mentioned  legacies,  and  whatever  military  land  I  am  now  entitled  to 
I  do  give  and  devise  the  same  unto  all  my  children  above  named  both  Sons  and 
Daughters,  to  be  equally  divided  between  them  share  and  share  alike.  To  have 
and  to  hold  unto  them  respectively  and  to  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever.  I 
do  give  and  bequeath  to  my  Grandson,  Charles  D.  L.  Montanye  my  gun.  I  do 
further  give  and  bequeath  all  my  stock  of  which  I  may  die  possessed,  whether 
of  Horses,  Cattle,  Sheep  or  Hogs,  together  with  my  farming  utensils  unto  my 
sons,  Jacob,  Peter,  John  and  Abraham,  to  be  equally  divided  between  them,  and 
the  remaining  part  of  my  personal  property,  namely  all  my  household  effects, 
I  do  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  daughters  aforesaid,  viz:  Lena,  Polly,  Anne, 
Caty  and  Betsey  to  be  equally  divided  between  them  share  and  share  alike.  I 
do  further  will  and  order  that  my  wife  Annatje  shall  be  provided  by  my  son 
John  aforesaid  with  a  good  and  sufficient  maintenance  in  sickness  and  in  health. 
One  good  room  to  her  own  use,  so  that  she  may  be  comfortable  both  in  summer 
and  in  winter,  also  a  good  cow  and  keeping  for  a  cow,  the  avails  of  which  to 
be  expended  and  applied  as  she  may  deem  proper.  And  if  my  wife  Annatie 
shall  be  unwilling  to  receive  the  said  maintenance  and  attention  as  before  stated 
from  my  son  John  or  unwilling  in  any  way  to  dwell  with  him,  I  do  then  order 
and  direct  that  he  my  said  son  John  shall  pay  her  annually  the  sum  of  thirty 
dollars  in  Lieu  of  the  maintenance  and  attention  and  the  several  provision 
directed  therewith.  The  said  sum  of  thirty  dollars  or  the  maintenance  and  the 
articles  and  provisions  therewith  mentioned  to  be  considered  in  Lieu  of  her 
Dowry,  and  to  be  paid  as  provided  for  her  by  my  son  John  aforesaid  during 
her  natural  life  or  as  long  as  she  shall  remain  my  widow,  and  I  do  hereby 
appoint  my  said  sons  Peter  and  John  and  my  son-in-law  Isaac  D.  L.  Montanye 
my  executors  of  this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  hereby  revoking  all  former 
wills  by  me  made.  In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal 
the  twelfth  day  of  November  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  thousand  Eight 
hundred  and  twenty-two.

Tried  by  Court  Martial 
May  3,  1777,  and  condemned  to  death  May  6,  for  activities  connected 
with  a  Tory  uprising  in  Ulster  County,  with  a  recommendation  for 
mercy,  which  was  evidently  granted,  for  on  May  20,  1777,  he  enlisted 
in  the  New  York  Line  of  the  Continental  Army,  Fifth  Regiment. 
Reported  missing  at  Fort  Montgomery,  Oct.  6,  1777,  the  same 
engagement  as  that  in  which  his  brother,  Jacob,  was  taken  prisoner. 
Nothing  further  is  found  in  the  records  as  to  Andries,  but  one  tradi¬ 
tion  says  that  he  was  killed  in  the  war,  another  that  he  later  lived  in 
Albany.  He  married  Sally  Swart,  but  if  he  had  any  children  they 
must  have  died  young,  for  on  June  24,  1825,  the  heirs  of  Andries 
Longyear,  viz.:  Christina  Brink,  Barbara  Myer,  John  Longyear, 
Christopher  Longyear  and  William  Longyear  (his  brothers  and 
sisters),  obtained  a  patent  to  lot  50,  division  2,  Military  tract  of  land,

OTHER  LONGYEARS 


There  are  several  families  in  America,  descendants  of  Langjahrs 
from  Germany,  several  of  whom  still  retain  the  name  of  Langjahr 
while  others  have  Anglicized  it  to  Longyear.  No  connection  with  our 
family  has  been  established. 


Jacob  Langjahr,  lived  in  Fleim,  Wurttemberg  (1J4  or  2  hours 
from  Heilbronn  near  Stuttgart).  His  wife  was  Anna  or  Johanna. 
Had  nine  children  of  whom  the  youngest  was  Herman,  who  came  to 
America  at  the  age  of  19,  in  1854,  and  settled  at  Monroeville,  Ohio. 
Some  of  his  people  are  now  living  at  Norwalk,  Ohio. 


- Langjahr,  a  brother  of  the  above  Jacob,  of  Fleim,  had  a 

son,  Charles,  who  emigrated  to  America.  His  grandson,  Carl  Long¬ 
year,  is  the  one  who  was  buried  in  a  French  cemetery  during  the 
War,  a  picture  of  which  was  shown  in  the  papers  a  few  years  ago. 
This  family  also  lives  at  Norwalk,  Ohio.

Johannes  Langjahr,  ?  brothers,  sons  of  Johannes  Langjahr, 

Friederich  Langjahr,  J 

were  born  at  Kirchheim  am  Neckar.  The  first  two  came  to 
America  in  1866,  and  Friederich  later.  William  (born  1844)  wrote  to 
John  Munro  Longyear  (No.  537)  in  1891  from  Brooklyn  that  their 
family  was  supposed  to  have  come  originally  from  Alsace  or  France. 
He  also  said  that  between  1850  and  1860  one  William  Langjahr,  son 
of  Andreas  Langjahr  (brother  of  his  father,  Johannes)  came  over 
and  should  be  in  Baltimore  or  Buffalo.  He  also  came  from  Kirch¬ 
heim,  and  was  a  geometrician.  Alfred  Langjahr  (son  of  John  F. 
who  came  over  in  1850  or  1860)  wrote  in  1891  that  his  father’s 
ancestry  dated  from  the  time  of  King  Ludwig,  when  there  was  a 
religious  stir  in  France,  and  their  family  being  Huguenots,  had  to 
leave  the  country,  one  party  going  to  Germany,  the  other  to  Holland. 
“The  family  belonged  to  the  title,  but  left  everything  behind.”  He 
has  the  Coat  of  Arms. 
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Charles  H.  Langjahr,  died  in  Philadelphia,  Oct.  2,  1906  (wife 
was  Emma  Bross).  His  mother  wrote  Oct.  12,  to  J.  M.  Longyear, 
that  her  name  was  Elizabeth  Langjahr  of  2060  N.  Philip  Street,  that 
Charles’  father  came  to  the  United  States  when  he  was  fifteen  years 
old,  and  was  born  at  Connstadt,  Wurttemberg,  and  that  his  father  was 
also  born  there  on  Feb.  19,  1821.

William  Langjahr,  2520  Warnock  Street,  Philadelphia  (1891), 
a  tanner,  son  of  Johannes  Langjahr,  was  born  at  Knielingen  (near 
Karlsruhe)  Baden,  on  Oct.  17,  1848,  and  married  at  Philadelphia, 
Dec.  29,  1874.  Had  following  children :

William  Langherr,  2055  American  Street,  Philadelphia  (1892), 
said  he  came  from  Waldshut,  Baden.  His  wife,  who  was  a  Kramer, 
came  from  Gernsbach,  Baden.  He  had  a  brother  in  a  soldiers’  home, 
and  another  living  on  Hope  Street  above  Susquehanna  Avenue. 

Ernest  Longyear,  a  baker,  lived  at  1116  S.  Front  Street,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Philadelphia  City  Directory  in  1875.  His  widow,  Julia,  is 
listed  in  1878  Directory,  and  she  died  on  Feb.  28,  1894.  Their 
daughter,  Mrs.  Wilson,  said  that  they  came  from  Gernsbach,  which 
is  near  the  City  of  Baden. 

Philip  Langjahr,  34  N.  11th  Street  (1892),  Philadelphia,  reports 
that  he  was  born  at  Wessingen,  Ober  Am  Bretten,  Grosherzogtheim, 
Baden. 


Henry  Langjahr,  from  Baden.  WJfe,  Maria,  and  four  children, 
William,  John  Henry,  Frederick  and  Margaret,  sailed  for  America 
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in  1851.  On  the  way  over  both  parents  died  of  cholera  and  were 
buried  at  sea.  The  children  were  separated.  William  was  never 
located,  but  the  other  three  found  each  other  after  many  years. 
Frederick  in  Nokomis,  Ill.,  John  Henry  in  Montrose,  Mo.,  and  Mar¬ 
garet  in  Vicksburg,  Mich.  Frederick  was  first  taken  to  Hamilton, 
Ont.,  and  about  the  time  of  the  Civil  War  came  to  the  United  States, 
and  finally  settled  at  Nokomis,  where  he  became  president  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  He  died  in  1929. 

Johann  Jacob  Langjahr,  born  at  Kirchheim  am  Neckar,  came 
to  America  in  1846,  and  settled  in  Detroit  in  1847.

One  died  on  the  ocean,  Frederick  was  the  other,  then 
four  years  old.  Other  children  were  born  in  Detroit,  and  a  number 
of  this  family  are  still  living  there. 

Elizabeth  Langjahr,  now  living  at  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  came 
to  America  in  1921.  She  was  born  at  Ruti,  Switzerland,  daughter  of 
Johann  Theodor  Langjahr,  seven  generations  of  whose  ancestors 
lived  at  Kircheim,  Germany,  descended  from  Simon  Langjahr,  of 
Nagold  (1606-1667).
